All experts are agreed that the
changes now being made will elim-
inate all production problems which
harasséd the concern during its re-
cent operating tests.

‘Well,
adolescent morality pretty much mirrors adult morality, and if
there has been a lessening of moral standards a\r:\ng the col-
legiate youth of this country: it is because the‘elder have slipped
a cog themselves.

The good Lord knows there has been enough to upset any
standards of behaving ourselves that we may have had before the
Big War. It seems to me that the social, economic and political
changes brought about duting the four years of world effort to
destroy the best we ‘had constructed, are responslble for the changes
which seem to cause us SO ‘much WOITY - DOW.

Morality means customs for making ourselves
to our selves, our neighbors, and God. :

If a people live for a long time in a secluded neighborhood it
will construct soul-satisfying conventionalities along which people,
and especially the t, will 1y duct their lives.

These customs become the basis of home and even. of religious
worship. Indeed, they govern and decide the standards of church
and school. .

Standardized morals are only poksible among a.people of uni-
form racial impulses and where wealth and economic conditions
are very largely the same. Only people of the same morality can
look at problems from the same standpoint,

Morality then depends upon a reality-type mind and is the
opposite from a pleasure-pattern mind. It springs from a mentality
which does not buy unless it can afford to pay, and estimates
well the ultimate cost at usury. Therefore it must be an ‘in-
telligent and wide-awake mind, None can be petfectly moral, for
none is all-wise but God. 4

BETWEEN one generation and another there is, always the dif-

ference in age. In addition there are, in a fast developing

Lights Burned
For_'l;gst Only

Trustees to Cut Down Cost
After Trial Over on
March -1

In response to many requests
The Herald presents herewith facts
concerning the lights which re-
cently were installed on Redondo
boulevard bétween Madrid and Ma-
drona avenues:

1—The cost of the lighting sys-
tem was paid for entirely by own-
ers of property fronting on Re-
dondo boulevard between Madrid
and Madrona avenues.

2—The Board of Trustees or-
dered that the lights be burned
all’ night until March 1, so that
the system may be adequately
tested. During the test several
short circuits have been rectified.
On March 1 the hoard plans to cut
down on the number of Hghts until
such time as the property along
the boulevard is more thoroughly
developed.

3-—The cost of burning each light
all night is $38 a month, making
the total cost of burning all the
lights all night approximately $150
a month,

4—The directors of the Chamber
of Commerce Tuesday afternoon
passed u resolution reéquesting the
Board of Trustees not to discon-~
tinue burning more than half the
lights after March 1. If only half
the lights were burned the cost
would be cut in two and a main
boulevard still be lighted, members
of the board: of directors reasoned.
It had beén the intention of the
trustees to  keep - burning after
March 1 only & few lights—at the
ends of the néw pavement, the
turn, and the railroad = crossings.
